Tho 
Marquis not unnaturally insisted upon an unconditional resignation of 
the cap and jacket, but not until ho had been advised in the course he 
was adopting by Admiral Rous and ofher idfluential members of the 


jockey club. Grimshaw’a salary was no less than £600 por annum, 
travelling expenses extra, and additional payments of £3 for a losing 
race, and £5 for a winning one.

straightforward sportsman treads the turf, has purstied the proper 
and direct course jn this unfortunate matter.

It may be remarked—and no doubt it is and hag been remarked in 
meny quarters—that the dism'ssal ofthe “light weight” was a sum- 
mary and unexpedted proceeding on the part of the noble Marquis. 
We cannot concur in that opinion, inasmuch ss the Marquis avtet 
uw the advice of others, and not upon his ‘own impreasinns. 
imshaw is kage id one of our very best light weights; and 
wo should be very sorry'to hoar that he had fallen into anything like 
permanent discredit upon the Turf. The temporary check now put 
upop him will, we hope, prove ve salutary on his future prospects, 
and serve to convince him ‘that, whatever abilities he may possess, he 
must not preaume upon them beyond due limit.

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Saturday last was a “‘sensstion” day at tho Metropolitan Cubs, 
fora sudden avd decisive opposition agt in agst The Student for both 
tho Two Thousand and the Derby. I¢ commenced early, and whilst 
4 to 1 was the highest public offer at the beginning, for the first men- 
tioned race, a bet-of £500 to £100 was privately booked against Mr. 
Merry’s representative. The laying and backing which subsequently 
occurred was sufficiently complieated to puzzle the most expert dis- 
coverer, and ro extraordinary and changeable were the movements 
of those whofwere no doubt acting ander instructions, that several 
old members gave up the enigma in despair. After 11 to 2had been 
frocly laid, and remained to be had, The Student's backers rallied, and 
the taking of five tens, five ponies twice, and one or two other in- 
stalments to similar sums ht about an offer of £500 to 
£100, which was so eagerly taken thet several members simul- 
taneously exclaimed, ‘Well then he has not broken down, 
and there is evidently nothing to fear beyond the fact that 
the horse has done no work since Tuesday.” At the close, 5 to 1 
could not be obtained for the Two Thousand; and thuugh 1,000 to 
60, 500 to 80 and many smaller bets at the same odds had been laid 
agaiust Mr. Merry’s colt for the Derby, thosa odds were reduced to 15 
to 1 offered. A pony even was offered that he did not run for the Two 
Thousand, and on the other hand, one of Tie Student’s principal 
supporters offered to take 40 ponies he won both the Two Thousand 
and the Derby. An offer was also made to accept 800 to 100 
Janitor beat Lord Lyon for the first Rowley mile race. Unless the 
Russley nag is resuscitated, Derby speculation will be confined to the 
fatter horse and Rustic, and as 700 tu 100 was accepted about his 
Lordship, the late stable companions promise some lively betting. 
Despite the heavy settling upon the Warwick, Doncaster, and Croxton 
Park events list Monday, The Student’s position was freely can- 
vassed at the clubs and Tattersall’s, but no one could make out 
whether tho horse was merely coughing, was in physic only, 
or had really broken down; and in the course of the morning the 
horse- went to 6 to 1 (friendless) for the Two Thousand, and 20 to 
1 for the Derby. Of course, this made his autumn and 
wintor partisans particularly uneasy; ‘but at Knightsbridge 
he took £2,000 to £1,000 (with a start) ; 25gven that he did start, 25 
even that he did not recede to 5° to J, all for the Newmarket -race, 
whilst. on the other hand there were offers to take 5 to 2 that 
ho did not start for either the Two Thousand or Derby, and 1,000 to 
25 that he wins both events! A few days will soon tell us whether

petition between Regalia, The Duke, Hiland, and Sact meter in 
the Trial Stakes.” Of course after the great form he exhibited at 
Warwick, “Sac” was clected the market premier, but the Danebury 
party were sanguioe, and Mr. Graham supported his boauttful Oaks 
victrix with’ confidence. Régalia won so cleverly from The Duka, 
verifying the "st. Leger running, that there is no doubt she has 
got & glorious Queen’s Plate career before her, and the result 
of the race certainly affords a rare lino for the owners and 
trainers of Rustic and Lord Lyon, though the issue had a 
somewhat disheartening tendency towards Laneret. The Great 
Northamptonshire Stakes had been almost universally voted as “a 
real good thing” for Mail Train, but he was beaten in a mere 
canter by the game little John Davis, who was never dreamt of

until the day preceding, and his triumph with such a steadying 
weight as 9<t stamps him as the best handicap horse of his year. 
The infirm Ethelred mavaged to run into a place, and Pearl Diver 
ran respectably, but Scamander was never in the race at all (for he 
turned out to be only half fit); and Raglan (though as fine as astar) 
was beaten at the last turn. Valiant again performed ignominiously, 
and he may at once be shelved as an overrated animal. Regalia‘ 
pulling double, triumphed over Ackworth, and the trio of three-yr- 
olds for the first royal plate of the season; and Mr. Pitt landed a ~ 
great pot for Danebury in the Whittlebury Stakes, as also did Lord 
Ronald (entered to be sold for £30, and being bought in at 250 gs!) 
in the Pytchley. Sixty-three horses ran for the nine races, sixteen 
contesting the first of the leading ‘spring handicaps. The book- 
makers were hit very hard throughout the afternoon, but sfter all, 
there is no gainsaying the fact, that the Great Northamptonshire 
Stakes was an excecdingly wretched betting race, Mail Train frighten- 
ing the generel public until within two or three days of the conflict 
coming off, 

On the second day Mr. Pitt followed up hie success by netting the 
Racing Stakes just aa he liked, and with long odds on him; and the 
next race algo fell to the Danebury stable, Professor Anderson 
winving the new Landport Handicap very cleverly. Noxt came the 
Earl Spencer’s Plate, and Mr, Chaplin was so sanguine that Ves- 
pasian would pull through thet he sent into the market an unlimited 
commission. Thecolt justified the confidence reposed in him, for he 
ran very kind, indeed, and Jemmy Grimshaw (who has been highly - 
censured for refusing to ride Prodigal, aud has rescived his discharge 
from the Marquis of Hastings) landed him nearly two lengths 
from Zisca, Goldylocks, and nineteen others. blem scored another 
win fur the Blankney Squire in the 20 eovs Sweepstakes, for whioh 
a good-looking sister to Hippolyta had been made favourite; and 
Belzoni upset the Scheldt pot for the Sulby Handicap, A better

Hunting, for centuries has been recognized ag & ruling passion of 
man. The sport is of an exciting nature and there are few who do 
not enjoy it, In pureuivg game over fields and through forests, the 
blood circulates as freely as the pure air of heaven, the step is eager, 
the hearing acute, and the eyes flash brilliantly. The ancient Britons 
were passionately fond of the sport. In the earliest years the dogs 
bred in Britain had a reputation on the Continent for hunting. They 
wero bred and trained by their mastors for the chase. The sport 
the field, in the rude times, were pursued by the people both for profit 
and pleasure. After the expulsion of the Danes, and during the brief 
monarchy established by the Saxons, hunting was as great a pastime 
as in previous days. Wdward the Confessor, who loved the cloister, 
and would join in but few secular amusements, took great delight in 
following a swift pack of hounds in the chase. During the reign of 
William, the Norman, and his two sons who succeeded him, restrictions, 
were placed upon the killing of game, and the king and his favourites 
alone were privileged to hunt in the royal forests, and in order to 
increase the range for game whole villages were depopulated, an 
places of divine worship razed to the ground. King John was fond 
of horses, hounds and hawks, and the surest way to become ingrafted 
into royal favour was to resent the monarch with animals trained for 
{he chase. It is said Edward 111. was so passionately fond of the 
sports of the field, that when he was engaged in & sanguinary war 
with France, sixty pair of stag hounds were ® part of the paraphernalia 


of his army, and every day he 
rode forth in search of game. 
Though in an enemy’s country 
and in the presence of his 
foes, he could not forego the 
exciting pleacures of the 
chase. James I, was an uv- 
tiring huntsman, ard he pre- 
ferred following ® pack of 
well trained hounds to hawk: 
ing or shooting. It is related 
of him that ‘‘he divided his 
time between his standish, his 
bottle, and his hunting; tle 
last bad his fair weather, the 
two former his dull and 
cloudy.” 

But when we turn to pages 
of prose or poetry, of the 
literature of the past three 
conturies, we find that hunt- 
ing is always spoken of as a 
favourite pastime. It forms a 
part of the history of the 
world, and it has proved a 
glorious theme for many 
writers—the proud children 
of genius. Its very antiquity 
teaches us to look upon the 
sport with admiration, and 
the people will relish it as an 
amusement £0 long as they 
inhabit the earth.

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LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 


Buffon mentions, in his Natural History, the sensibility the elephant 
evinces for music. Desiring to prove the truth of this assertion, a 
party of celebrated artistes repaired to tha menagerie at the Jardin 
du Roi, where they gave a regular musical treat to an elephant, the 
result of which convincad them of the justice of the great Naturalist’s 
observation. 

Tbe simple melody, ‘*O ma tendre Musette,” played on tho violin; 
seemed to afford much satisfaction to their attentive auditor; but to. 
the brilliant variations that followed, in which innumerable difficulties 
were surmounted, the quadruped'listened with the most perfect non- 
chalance. i 

Tho merit of a bravura air, although sung in the first style of excel- 
lence, was not better appreciated than had been the variations to the 
preceding air. Onoof Boccherini’s celebrated qu ttuors, to the dismay 


of all amateurs be it known, share the same or even a worse fate ; for 


the elephant could not refrain from showing direct indicatioas of an- 
noyance, and constantly gaped during the performance of the won- 
derful composition. 

But when one of the artistes took up his horn and played a few bars 
of ‘‘ Charmante Gabriolls,” the creature, all attention, moved nearer 
and nearer to the player, and was soon so wholly engrossed in the 
“g¢oncord of sweet sounds,” that it even coudescended to take a part

HANDICAP SCULLERS’ RACE ON THE WANSBECK. 

On Saturday afternoon a handicap scullers’ race, in 20-feet outrigged 
boats, was commenced it mbois, at the entrance of the river 
Wansbeck, which is sitttated about midwayebetween Blyth and 
Nowbig-in, onthe Northumberland coast, ™e handicap had been 
promoted by Mrs. Potts, of the Ridley sy Oambois, and a few 
friend:, with the view of testing the relativé merits of the boats built 
by Jewiti, of Dunstan, and J.H. Olasper, of Darham; and for this 
purpose the former supplied a boat called the Robert Oooper, whilst 
the Clasper iuterest was represented by a boat of similar build named 
the Elizabeth. The prizes offered were—For tho first a cilver cup, 
value £6 6s., second £2, third £1, and fourth 5s., the distance being 
ove mie, half up aud half down theriver. The event had excited 
a good deal of interest, and there was consequently # large attend- 
ance, though it was far short of what it might otherwise have been 
but for the very. boisterous weather which prevailed. During the 
whole day it blew very heavily from the east, and the afterncon was 
rendered even more unpleasant by a continuous heayy rain; whilst 
a heavy sea running into the little harbour, made aquatic sports on 
the river anything but agreeable, the competitors at the enc of each 
heat coming 1n—from these combined causes—literally half-drowned. 
‘There were in all 19 entries, but of phage only 18 accepted, the non- 
coutents, including Teasdalo Wilson and ‘James Percy, both of New- 
castle, who, being both placed at scratch, whilst one of their opponents 
was allowed as much as 20% lengths start, and the others in propor- 
tion, scarcely thought their chance good enough to warrant their start- 
ing. ‘The first pair drawn Was W. Auld, North Seaton, and James 
Boyd, Blyth. ‘hese men rowed @ match together last year, when 
Boyd proved victorious, and on that account had to give his oppovent 
a Jength and a half start on the present occasion. In going up 
towards the turn boats, B yd drow on his opponent, the two going 
round almost simultaneously ; but Auld having the best of the water 
coming down, got clear ahead of Boyd at the Grindstone Quay, aud 
gradually improving his position, came in a winner by at least three 
lengths. Th: following are the results of ihe other heats, whieh call 
for no special remarke: 8. Scurfield, North Seaton, 4 lengths, 1; R. 
fladden, Bebside, 9 Jengths,2. J. Davison, North Seaton, 11 lengths, 
1; D. Smart, North Seaton, 11} lengths, 2, J. Batile, North Seaton, 
11 Jengths, 1; R. Winship, Bebside, 7} lengths, 2. L. Lewis, North 
Seaton, 15 lengths, 1; J. Nuttall, North Seaton, 9 lengths, 2. J. Hut- 
cbinson, Dunstan, 4 lengths, 1; W. Dixon, 9 jengths, 2 ; Dixon’s boat, 
whilst going up the course with @ strong lead, filled, aud he had to pull 
ashore; Hutchinson, of course, pulled over at his ease, G. Young, 
Newcastle, 7} lengths, being odd man, pulled over. Owing to the 
extravagance of the handicap, the qualities of the respective boats can 
scarcely be said to have been fairly tested; and the result, as far as it 
went, gives an equal number of wins (namely three) to each. The 
deciding heats are to be pulled off on Saturday, the 31st inst.

THE GREAT RAC THE “ANTIPODES. 
HICKEY AND GREEN.— THE _QUSTRALIAN CHAMPION- 


The long-pending race between Richard Green, of Sydney, and W. 
Hickey, of Newcastle, for the championship of the colony and £200, 
cane Off on ths Parramatta River on the afternoon of Saturday, Jan. 
20, when the former, whose right to the championship of the colony 
has not been disputed for nearly ten years, was‘! ‘compelled to 
succumb to the physical superiority and undoubted skill of his younger 
and more vigorous oppenent. Little need be said of the performances 
of Green, who will now be regarded asthe ex-champion, for although

; he has seen some reverses, his career aga sculler has, for the most part, 


been cne of success, inasmuch as his achievements in all kinds of 
boats, but particularly in-wager-boats, form one of the most important 
chapters in the chronicles of our aquatic tourneys. Those who have 
taken any-interest in the Sydney and suburban regattas during the last 
ten or twelve years, willremember many of those wonderful perform- 
anees which led to his. being sent home as the representative of 

| Australia to contest for the championship of the Thames with tho 
world-renotmned Chambers. Green has undoubtedly proved himself 
a sculier of extraordinary merit; he has honourably hel@ the 
championship for a very long period—about ten years—no new 
aspirant for the honour having entered the lists since the claims of ‘T> 
M'‘Grath were set aside in the famous contest in 1856 ; but unless be 
can win back the laurels wrested from him on Saturday—which is 
unlikely, seeing that the new champion is a younger man, and is alill 
improving—he will have to retire from those contests in which ho has 
hitherto held such a distinguished position. 

Hickey’s career upon the Australian waters has been one of un- 
qualified success, Having defeated all who made any pretensions to 
sculling at Newcastle,-he came to Sydney and made his debut as a 
sculler upon the broad expanse of Port Jackson, at, the aunivorsary 
regatta, on the 26th January 1865, when he succeeded in wresting a 
victory from Robert Green, 3. M‘Oleer, J. Conner, and J. Dounelly 
in a sculling race. One of these, M‘Oleer, not being satisfied with his 
defeat, challenged Hickey to row a race in the same kind of boats, on 
the Parramatta River, for £50 a side, and the race came off on Satur- 
day, Feb. 4, resulting in an easy victory for Hickey. Hickey’s next 
appearance in public was with the late champion in light skifis, 
Green giving £100 to £70. The match took place on the river, over 
the same course as that over which the race on Saturday last was 
rowed, namely, from Charity Point to the Brothers, alittle under thre 
and a half miles, on June 24, and resulted in favour of Hickey; but a 
foul, or something very like it, having occurred, anotherechallenge was 
given, recu'ting in another race, for £190 a side, on Aug.26, when the 
verdict on the previous occasion was confirmed. The people of New- 
castle were now anxious to match’their man against some well-known 
sculler in cutriggers, preparatory to contest for:the championship, and 
an opportunity was sptedily presented in the person of White, who 
had performed creditably in the Thames, and had won laurels in the 
colony. The two aspirante for eae fame were matched, and mot 
on the river on Saturday, Dec. 16 last, when Hickey cleverly suc- 
ceeded in his maiden attempt in an outrigger, and pulled off the 
stakes of £200. It now only remained for Hickey to challenge “tho 
champion, which he was not slow to do, to compete for the supremacy 
in our waters. The challenge was accepted, and the great event 
took place on Saturday, Jav. 20, when Hickey succeeded for the 
champion honours, and with them the substantial consideration of £200. 

The weather on the day was very favourable for the ‘contest, ‘there 
being a cool breeze from the southward, but it was not sufficiently strong 
toruifle the water to any greatextent. The steamer Ballina was ev- 
gaged in the interest of Hickey, and the Kembla on behalf of ‘Green, 
and both left the Circular Quay at a few minutes to threo o’clock, 
crowded to the utmost extent. In addition to these the Vesta, the 
yacht Fairy, and subsequently the Phantom, were laid on, all of which 
had as many passengersas they couldcomfortably accommodate, On 
the arrival of the’steamers off Ryde both men began to prepare for the 
great struggle, and after a brief delay both competitors drew up for 
the start, amid the enthusiastic plaudits of theiradmirerg. Some specu- 
lation now took place on the result, Green being the favourite at 5 to 
4 in one steamer, 6 to 4 in another, while inthe Fuiry the offer was 2 
to 1. Unfortunately for the hundreds who had paid balf-a-crown each 
to see the race, the tide was very low, and botn'the Kembla’and tho 
Ballina had some difliculty in getting-round eo as to follow the race. 
Indeed, it was not until fully one mile of the race had been completed 
that'the two boats got fairly under way, and hence those on board had 
but a poor view of tho affair. The Fairy, the Phantom, and the 
Vista were more fortunately situated, being in a position to follow 


the race throughout, : 
THE RACE, 


At the first attempt the men got away upon equal terms, Hickey 
having the south and Green the north position, but close ‘to each 
other. In the first few strokes Green drew to the front;'and when 
they reached the point on the south shore, - opposite Ryde, Green, 
being necessitated to bug the land in consequence of the two steamers 
lying right ecross the river, compelled Hickey to go under his stern 
and pass the point in deeper water. Green maintained his lead of a 
length until he reached the place where the foul occurred in the ‘first 
race between the same men in light skiffs,, when: Hickey put on a 
desperate spurt, and ran up alongside of his'rival., He was not, how- 
ever, able to pass him before reaching the first point on the north 
shore, so he dropped astern and passed outside of Green on the south, 
where, having plenty of open water, he put on, another spurt, and 
collared his man just opposite the point. Haviug obiained a lead of 
alength, Hickey held it down to the last point on the southside of 
the river, when Green dashed up alongside, Hickey, however, was 
equal to the occasion, andagain gradually drew away, ‘finishing the 
race about three boats lengths in atvance of his now defeated rival, 
Time, 25min. aie ; 

Mr. P. Murray, Hickey’s trainer, acted,ag umpire for; his man, and 
Mr. M'Grath for Green. Mr. A. Keynolds ra eros a referee in 
case of any dispute arising. Upon tho return of the Ballina to the 
Circular Quay, the new champion landed, amid a hurricane.of applause 
from the vast crowd asseinbled on the wharf, and some of his more 
enthusiastic admirers seized him and carried him in,triumph to the 
hotel of his principal patron. ‘Che men, and a large concourse of their 
friends and supporters, assembled at Tattersall’s ia the evenibg, when 
the stakes were paid over to the successful compétitor., A collection 
amounting to about £16, was made for the losing man, in addition to 
£5 given by Mr. W. J. O’Brien.

salmon. I think I can. safely say now that all that were liberated 
last March are by this time in the briny ocean. | The thing that 
astonishes me.ainost is. the growth of some of the smolts. I do not in 
the least exaggerate when 1-say that, some are fully twelve inches 
long; in fact, they seem quite, as large as a B98 trout.. Concerning 
the trout, I.can only, say that they «re thriving well, varying in size 
from six to ten inches, We have had no death since M\reh last.”’

Many gratifying 
donations to the Iustilution since the Jast Report were received and gratefully 
acknowledged by the Committee, who also heartily thanked the numerous 
ladies and gentlemen who had, during the past year, either presented the cost 
of life-boats, or zealously collected the expense of the same amongst their 
friends and others. Various legacies had also been recently bequeathed to tho 
institution, The itemsof receipt and expenditure were detailed in the financial 
statement annexed to the Report, and audited as usual by Mr. Begbie, the pub- 
lic accountant. For a long period the Committee had had the satisfaction to 
report that, year by year, the sphere of the operations of the institution had 
continued to extend, and they«vere happy tobe in position also to state that 
the publicsupport had fully corresponded with the extension of those labours. 
The Committee would, however, strongly urge onall who recognise the sacred- 
ness of human life, the duty and even the privilege to help forward the lifc-boat 
work—a work which has hitherto been manifestly blessed by Proiderce, and 
which has brought relief to many thousands of men who instead of being on 
that very day valuab!e members of the community, would have been long ago 
ingulfed ih the raging.waves of the tempest, leaving in many cases widows and 
orphans (o cuffer, not on'y the misery of bereavement, but the pangs of desti- 
tution.
